4. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the repairs of 
highways. 

5. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for culverts, bridges, 
and general expenses. 

6. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for oiling roads. 

7. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for maintaining camp 
roads. 

8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for winter highways. 

9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Town Poor. 

10. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Public nurse and to 
be employed by Red Cross Organization. 

11. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Public Libraries and 
where it shall be expended. 
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12. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Old Home Day cele- 
bration. 


13. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for street lighting in 
the villages, Sanbornville, East Wakefield, Wakefield, 
Union, and Woodman. 


14. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for proper observance 
of Memorial Day. 

15 To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Pine Blister, provid- 
ing the State contributes a W. P. A. appropriation. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire such sums of money as may be 
necessary to pay Town Bills in anticipation of taxes.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Board of Wakefield: 


I hereby submit my first annual report as super- 
intendent of schools. The report is incomplete, since 
I have served only since September 1st, 1937, follow- 
ing the untimely death of Supt. J. E. Wignot. I wish 
here to pay my respects to the memory of a worthy 
and earnest worker in your schools. 


I find the schools of Wakefield in good condition, 
sending out a large number to the surrounding high 
schools. The fall accounting showed registration as 
follows:

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Our health work has been somewhat hindered by 
the delay in securing a permanent nurse. We now 
have the services of the Red Cross nurse, Mrs. Irene 
Jones, and shall be regularly cared for by this arrange- 
ment. Mrs. Dorothy Bennett of Wolfeboro served two 
months in the fall. On account of the broken service 
no attempt will be made to give a statistical report 
at this time. 

School property is in good condition, kept so by 
a wise policy of checking and repairing each year 
during the summer vacation. Adult janitors keep 
careful watch at all times for needed corrections. There 
is special need that water and flush closets be installed 
in both buildings at Sanbornville. 


A very desirable addition to our school system 
would be the organization of a Junior High School, 
made up of grades VII, VIII and IX. This would give 
added advantages to grades VII and VIII and would 
keep grade IX in Wakefield for another year, saving 
the town a tuition expense of about $1300. Parents 
would also be saved the expense of transportation of 
pupils in grade IX. It is estimated that $2000 would 
be required as an initial expense for remodelling the 
grammar school building and providing proper equip- 
ment. 

An effort has been made to introduce visual educa- 
tion. The superintendent has been able to show 
several motion picture films bearing on such subjects 
as plant life, animal life, land surfaces, biography 
and physiology. It is said that we learn more through 
the sight than through any other sense. 

As an addition to our now competent staff, I 
wish it might be possible to have an instructor in 
music. Possibly one could be secured who would 
also serve other towns in the supervisory district. 


The only change in the teaching staff since the 
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last report is in the Union Primary Room, where Mrs. 
Blanche Wentworth replaces Miss Lillian Davis. 


For the year ending June 30, 1937, we had an 
average attendance of 1738, an average membership of 
178, and a percent of 97. This is a fine record.
